1. Claims 1, 9 & 13 have been amended.

a. The limitations of Claims 1 & 13 do not appear to be found in the Prior Art of 
record. Specifically, the prior art does not does not appear to teach a route 
changing phase involving sequentially changing an indication of the access 
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destinations of a first host (AKA route-changed host), while a second host 
remains unchanged, and then changing an indication for the second host. 
Additionally, the prior art does not appear to teach allowing the new storage 
system to handle the access requests for the first host, during such a route- 
changing phase.
